There has just beey sold at the Potel 
ut the Inst, book of icopunts of Napoleon 
a: St, Helens, from 1818 to 1821. The 
expenses aro clansified by thé month, and 
wore kept by Pierron, the éx-Eniporor's 
maitred'hotel,. with eatries by Muntholon, 
‘Thore ate many correctiona in pecil by 
' the auguet oxilo himself, for ho sorifiod all 
the acoounté, and changed Edglich money, 
ehore it was used, into francs. Some ol 
the entries are highly interesting. Thus, 
on August 15, 1819, the “foto” of the 
Emporor, hore is au entry by Moutholon :— 
“Artificial flowers, £5. Extraordinary 
exponseg, £1 5s,". ‘Napoleon’s resources at 
St. Helena wore very modest, but hia 
tradesmen as regarding their prices nevot 
forgot he was ab Fmporor—though an 
exilod one. Among other occupations 
to whilo away. the time that hung so 
heavily on his hands, Napoleon wont in for 


gardoning, among the evities are found :— |. 


“4 watering cane, £1 8.; 2 paire of 
proness £9; 9 axes, £4 10."— prices 
which look as if the exile was simply 
regarded’ as a aubject for floecing. ** For 
mending the Emperor's bed,” £2 is char. 

Towarda the ond of his life Napo- 
lepn’s nourishment consisted almost entixe-
